WASHINGTON, Jan. 7—OP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower pro­ 
claimed himself a Republican to­ 
day , and made it clear he would 
accept 
that party ’s Presidential 
nomination if it is offered. But he 
said he won’t actively seek it. 
In a Paris statement, the 61- 
y ear-old 
General 
swept 
away 
much of the fog of uncertainty 
that has swirled for the last five 
y ears about his place in the pic­ 
ture of Presidential possibilities. 
His statement was prompted by 
the week-end move from Senator 
Lodge (R-Mass.) who announced 
(A) that Eisenhowers name would 
be entered in the March 11 New 
Hampshire Presidential primary , 
land (B) that there would be a 
“finish fight” to win the GOP 
nomination for the General. 
Eisenhower, who has been talked 
as both a Democratic and a Re­ 
publican Presidential possibility , 
made these main points in his 
statement: 
1. He said Lodge was correct in 
calling him a Republican. 
2. Ho has no intention of ask­ 
ing that he be relieved of his pres­ 
ent assignment as leader of the 
European Defense Forces. 
3. He will not take part in pre­ 
convention activities of those seek­ 
ing the nomination for him. 
4. He recognizes the right of oth­ 
ers to engage in an attempt “to 
place before me nex t July (when 
the Republican convention meets) 
a duty that would transcend my 
present responsibility .” 
Eisenhower’s statement tremen­ 
dously cheered Republicans who 
have been working for his nomi­ 
nation and have felt themselves 
handicapped by the General’s long 
silence.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Jan. 7— 
iff*)—A special grand jury , ordered 
last week by Circuit Judge R. H. 
Weber, today started investigation 
of crime in Butler county after 
being sworn in this morning.

If the insur­ 


ance is three years old, the new valuation should be 20 percent higher. 


Beyond that, if the original policy is of long standing and has ne ve r be e n incre ase d, a 


recheck of your present home furnishings and personal property may co nvince yo u that an 


incoase of as high as 50 percent may be advisable.

J ohn Carroll. 
Of course, he could be prejudiv- 
ed. He is one of those singers who 
could shatter windows if he open­ 
ed up. But he claims that it’s be­ 
side the point. 
“ Some of my best friends are 
crooners,” he remarked. ‘‘And I’m 
sure they're still going to be around 
and making money. But as far as 
I can judge, there is a change going 
on in the kind of singing the pub­ 
lic wants. 
“ 1 believe there are styles in 
singing, just as there are in music. 
1 remember when jazz became the 
rage, since I was brought up in 
New Orleans where it was bom.

A whole new career has opened 
up for Carroll since last J anuary. 
It was then that he played his first 
singing engagement in a night club. 
He has since discovered there’s 
gold in them there saloons. 
“ Except for a few songs in pic­ 
tures, it’s the .first time in my 
career that I’ve devoted my self to 
singing,” he remarked. “ I started 
22 years too late.”

CHIROPRACTORS 


In a recent column we describ­ 
ed the symptoms of several com­ 
mon types of worms which infest 
most dogs at one time or another. 
Among 
those 
discussed 
were 
roundworms, 
hookworms, 
tape­ 
worms, and whipworms. 
One common variety of worms— 
heartworms—was omitted in the 
column because it required more 
extepsive discussion 
than space 
permitted. Heartworms are per­ 
haps the most deadly of all, and 
likely they are hardest for 
the 
owner to detect before they have 
seriously 
impaired 
his 
dog’s 
health. 
Heartworms are thought to be 
transmitted chiefly 
through the 
sting of mosquitos and by ticks. 
The insect introduces the worm 
larvae into a dog’s bloodstream. 
Eventually the larvae develop into 
worms which make their way to 
the heart, where they may grow 
up to eight inches in length. Here 
they live and produce new larvae 
which are spawned into the blood. 
Heartworm infestation was once 
thought to be confined largely to 
the South, where it is estimated 
that 75 per cent of the dogs may 
be suffering from it. In 
recent 
years the infestation has spread 
widely, and there is evidence that 
it is still increasing. 
The chief symptoms of heart­ 
worms are loss of weight, listless­ 
ness, sometimes convulsions, gasp- 
for ht-pf**’-). 
o c­ 
casionally, these symptoms are ac­ 
companied by swelling of the legs.

JEFFERSON CITY—A device 
with which the length of a fish at 
any year of its life can be cal­ 
culated from lines on one of its 
scales have been developed by 
Edward M. Lowry, fisheries bio­ 
logist of the Missouri Conserva­ 
tion Commission. The device call­ 
ed a nomograph, now has receiv­ 
ed national publicity. 


Fish scales, somewhat in the 
manner of trees, show regular 
rings as the fish grows. During 
the late summer, autumn and 
winter, growth slows down and 
the rings are closely spaced. By 
careful study of the rings, fisher­ 
ies men are able to tell how old 
the fish is at time of capture. 


In order to find out the condi­ 
tions under which the fish lived 
during its life, it is necessary also 
to know the rate of growth. This 
can be done by calculating the 
length of the fish from the meas­ 
urements of the rings on the scale. 
Lowry’s development of the nom­ 
ograph speeds up the process of 
calculating how long a fish was at 
each year of its life making for 
greater efficiency, and gives a clue 
to food conditions and other fac­ 
tors influencing growth during 
each year. 


Scales are pressed into clear 
plastic for impression and are 
then placed in a special projector 
which magnifies them 50 times.

hurt, fam ilies were scattered, and 
property was lost or badly dam­ 
aged. 
Thousands were left homelesa 
with no one to care for them. 
The wounded and helpless, who 
might have lived, died because 
proper civil defense was not or­ 
ganized to save them. 
Factories Would Be Useless 
But there was som ething of even 
greater 
importance to a nation 
which was fighting for its life. The 
fact that there was no civil defense 
meant that the factories left stand­ 
ing after the atomic blast could 
not operate. 
Without civil defense a nation is 
helpless.

Fish scales, somewhat in the 
manner of trees, show regular 
rings as the fish grows. During 
the 
late summer, autumn 
and 
winter, growth slows down and 
the rings are closely spaced. By 
careful study of the rings, fisher­ 
ies men are able to tell how- old 
the fish is at time of capture. 


In order to find out the condi­ 
tions under which the l'ish lived 
during its life, it is necessary also 
to know' the rate of growth. This 
can be done by calculating the 
length of the fish from the meas­ 
urements of the rings on the scale. 
Lowry’s development of the nom­ 
ograph speeds up the process of 
calculating how’ long a fish was at 
each year of its life making for 
greater efficiency, and gives a clue 
to food conditions and other fac­

Here 
they live and produce new larvae 
which are spawned into the blood.

4 4 1 U l l i n M I I H H I l l 111 
HOLLYWOOD — (ZP) — The 
crooner is on the decline, observes 
John Carroll. 
Of course, he could be p reju d g ­ 
ed. He is one of those singers who 
could shatter windows if he open­ 
ed up. But he claims that it’s be­ 
side the point. 
“Some of my best friends are 
crooners,” he remarked. “And I’m 
sure they’re still going to be around 
and making money. But as far as 
I can judge, there is a change going 
on in the kind of singing the pub­ 
lic wants. 
“I believe there are styles in 
singing, just as there are in music. 
I remember when jazz became the 
rage since I was brought up in 
New Orleans where it was bom. 
And I remember when crooning 
first became popular. Gene Austin 
was the first one. Then came Rudy 
Valise, Bing 
Crosby and 
Russ 
Columbo, who, incidentally, was 
my roommate. 
“I ately there has been a new 
trend. It was started by the success 
af Kzio Pinza in ‘South Pacific.’ 
The:) Mario Lanza made a big hit. 
The success of their records has 
brought a big demand for the kind 
of singing that requires the full 
voice. People are not only willing 
but eager to hear classical and 
gem -classical numbers, instead of 
pop tunes.” 
Carroll just returned from play­ 
ing an engagement at the Sham­ 
rock Hotel in Houston. The trend 
away from crooning was dram ati­ 
cally impressed on him at his open­ 
ing night. 
“I had a bad strep throat and 
fever of 102,” he related, “but I 
jabbed myself full of wonder drugs 
and went on. I couldn’t sing full 
voice and I though I could get by 
with crooning. After the first num- j 
ber, the crowd started getting rest- J 
less. After the third number, they I 
were ready to throw things. The 
reviews in the papers the next day 
were brutal.” 
A whole new career has opened 
up for Carroll since last January. 
It was then that he played his first j 
singing engagement in a night club. 
He has since discovered there’s 
gold in them there saloons. 
“Except for a few songs in pic­ 
tures, it’s the .first time in my 
career that I’ve devoted myself to 
singing,” he remarked. “I started 
22 years too late.” 
Despite his late start. Carroll 
has been doing very well on the 
bistro circuit. He admitted that it 
requires a whole new technique of 
presentation. 
“It isn’t easy to play the night 
clubs,” he said. “You can tell the 
funniest joke in the world and 
perhaps get a few chuckles. And 
you’re constantly battling against 
the noise and the hecklers.” 
Carroll has his own methods of 
dealing with crowds. When he gets 
a noisy audience in Texas, he tells 
them, “all right, if you’ll shut up 
now, I’ll sing for you.” He said 
the Texans don’t mind being treat­ 
ed roughly. 
In other cities, th e singer is often 
the victim of noisy drunks who 
chatter through the performance. 
He tries to squelch them with cut­ 
ting remarks. Carroll is a rugged, 
impetuous sort and sometimes re­ 
sorts to other methods if conversa­ 
tion fails. He sometimes tips a 
drinks into the drunk’s lap. 
When the drunk complains, “you 
did that on purpose,” Carroll re­ 
plies, “and I suppose you heckled 
me accidentally?”

with which the length of a fish at 
any year of its life can be cal­ 
culated from lines on one of its 
scales have been developed by 
Edward M. Lowry, fisheries bio­ 
logist of the Missouri Conserva­ 
tion Commission. The device call­ 
ed a nomograph, now has receiv­ 
ed national publicity. 


Fish scales, somewhat in the 
manner of trees, show regular 
rings as the fish grows. During 
the late summer, autumn 
and 
winter, growth slows down and 
the rings are closely spaced. By 
careful study of the rings, fisher­ 
ies men are able to tell how old 
the fish is at time of capture. 


In order to find out the condi­ 
tions under which the fish lived 
during its life, it is necessary also 
to know the rate of growth. This 
can be done by calculating the 
length of the fish from the meas­ 
urements of the rings on the scale. 
Lowry’s development of the nom­ 
ograph speeds up the process of 
calculating how long a fish was at 
each year of its life making for 
greater efficiency, and gives a clue 
to food conditions and other fac­ 
tors influencing growth during 
each year. 


Scales are pressed into clear 
plastic for impression and

which magnifies them 50 times.

Dog Tales 


In a recent column we describ­ 
ed the symptoms of several com­ 
mon types of worms which infest 
most dogs at one time or another. 
Among 
those 
discussed 
were 
roundworms, 
hookworms, 
tape­ 
worms, and whipworms. 
One common variety of worms— 
heartworms— was omitted in the 
column because it required more 
extepsive discussion 
than space 
permitted. Heartworms are per­ 
haps the most deadly of all, and 
likely they are hardest for 
the 
owner to detect before they have 
seriously 
impaired 
his 
dog*s 
health. 
Heartworms are thought to be 
transm itted chiefly 
through the 
sting of mosquitos and by ticks. 
The insect introduces the worm 
larvae into a dog’s bloodstream. 
Eventually the larvae develop into 
worms which make their way to 
the heart, where they may grow 
up to eight inches in length. Here 
they live and produce new larvae 
[which are spawned into the blood. 
Heartworm infestation was once 
[thought to be confined largely to 
tile South, where it is estimated 
that 75 per cent of the dogs may 
be suffering from it. In 
recent 
years the infestation has spread 
widely, and there is evidence t h a t 
|it is still increasing. 
The chief symptoms of heart- 
|worms are loss of weight, listless­ 
ness, sometimes convulsions, gasp- 
for 
Of- 
jcasionally, these symptoms ait ac­ 
companied by swelling ol the legs.
